Response to Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Patentability 
has been found because the prior art fails to suggest or show the combination as set 
forth in the independent claims 1, 10, 16 & 18 including firing a selected solenoid 
causing the ejector blade to eject a single specific card, calculating the number of 
remaining cards based on the card stack position, activating packer arms based on one 
or more cards being in an undesirable position and using the card ejection speed to 
determine card placement. These requirements are not seen or fairly suggested by the 
prior art of record. 
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The closest prior art of reference was Sines et al. (483). Sines teachings fail to 
anticipate or render obvious applicants invention because absent from his teachings 
are the aforementioned limitations.
